Chile’s Leader 
Ready to Break 
With the Axis 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 23.— 
()—President Juan Antonio Rios 
of Chile declared today that Chile 
would break relations with the 
Axis “if the interests of the coun- 
try and the American continengé 
make it advisable.” 

This was the first presidential 
statement directly referring to the 
possibility that Chile—with Ar- 
gentina one of the only two Latin- 
American countries still dealing 
with the Axis—might finally take 
the step of severing diplomatic 
and economic relations with it. 

Other Latin-American countries 

broke with the Axis in the first 
weeks following the entry of the 
United States into the war. 
- “My international position, as I 
declared since I assumed direction 
of the country,” the President said, 
“is one of frank and loyal cm 
operation in the great principles 
of defense of democracy, continen- 
tal unity and defense of the Amer~ 
icas. 

“If the defense principle which 
I stated demands adoption of other 
measures, we are disposed to take 
them and we will go as far as 
rupture of our diplomatic routines 
with the Axis countries if the in- 
terests of the country and the 
American continent make it ad- 
visable.” 

President Rios said he was mak- 
ing his statement to dispel rumors 
regarding Chile’s position, and 
added: “With the official word 
once given, nobody has the right 
to proclaim anything else.”

U. S. Fortresses 


Blast Sub Base, 
Down 15 Nazis 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—(AP)—Flying Fortresses and big 
Liberator bombers of the U. S. Air Forces raided the German 


4@.| submarine base at St. Nazaire heavily today, shooting down 


15 attacking Germans in a followup of a strong British night 
raid on Stuttgart, arms and transportation center in southern 


|Germany. 

Four United States 
were lost. 

Gunners aboard the big bombers | 
had their biggest day in weeks at | 
the expense of Marshal Goering’s | 
fighters. They apparently encoun- 
tered larger swarms of enemy 
fighters than they had met since | 
the October 10 raid on Lille, when | 
they knocked down 48. 

“Many bursts were seen on the 
target,” a joint communique by the 
British and Americans said. “RAF 

fighters made supporting and di- 
versionary sweeps during this op- 
eration.” 

St. Nazaire is on the French 
_coast near the mouth of the Loire, 
and has been a frequent target of 
_Allied bombers. 

The Britons last night hit Stutt- 
gart in the light of a full moon. 
The raiders were described as a 
strong force, meaning hundreds of 
the four-motored bombers partici- 
'pated. Ten were lost. 

An idea of the size of the raid 
and the destruction it caused as 
given by the air ministry an- 
nouncement that in the attacking 
force were many squadrons, e 
Stirlings which, in addition 
their big loads of high on cee lon 
scattered 30 tons of fire bombs 
over the city. 

Participating pilots said their 
bombs started fires in “just the 
right places.” The crimson and 
yellow glow of the flames, they re- 
lated, shone brilliantly against the 
glistening, snow-covered hills sur- 
rounding the city. 

For a German target, Stuttgart 
was declared to be not heavily de- 
fended. The pilots said there was 
not much antiaircraft and only a 
few searchlights. 

Stuttgart, capital of Wurttem- 
berg province, is a center of avia- 
tion and electrical industries 
which turn out engines and other 
equipment for submarines, planes 
,and tanks. It also is a vital rail 
'shipping center. 
| It was the 10th RAF assault of 
the war on Stuttgart and the first 
upon Germany since the night of 
November 9 when Hamburg and 
other cities were raided. 

The German radio acknowl- 
edged some damage last night in 
a southern German city, which it 
did not identify, but claimed it 
all was inflicted upon civilian | 
| property. 

While the Stuttgart attack was | 
in progress RAF fighters struck at 
communications in northern 
France, strafing freight trains and 
setting afire a supply ship in the 
Channel.

Rate Structure Should 
Fit Needs of Industry, 
Says Consultant. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 23.— 
(P?i\—M. P. Bauman, traffic con- 
sultant for the state of New Jer- 
sey, asserted today at an Inter- 
state Commerce Commission hear- 
ing on freigtt rate classifications 
that “a rate structure that does 
not fit the needs of indusry is 
contrary to the best interest of 
the country.”

The Axis forces in Europe, Germany and 
Italy, with their minor cohorts in the Balkans, 
are caught in a whipsaw of strategy. 

The occupation of North Africa, following 
the rout of Marshal Rommel! and his Afrika 
Corps, compelled Hitler to withdraw many di- 
visions from the Russian front, in order to 
bolster his armies in Tunisia and to provide 
for the defense of Italy and the Balkan shores 
of the Adriatic. 

Now. with the complete elimination of the 
Axis from Africa apparently only a question 
of time. the Russians have turned upon the 
Germans at Stalingrad. Twin Russian advances, 
north and south of that city, seriously im- 
peril the Germans fighting on the Stalingrad 
front. Furthermore, they have cut two main 
supply lines for the Axis armies in the Caucasus 
and thus have made the entire southern por- 
tion of the long eastern front dangerous to the 
Germans. 

Hitler can’t rush divisions back from Africa, 
or from Italy and the Balkans. Nor dare he 
withdraw troops from the occupied countries 
to his west. Any weakening of Axis defensive 
streneth in France, in Belgium, Denmark or 
Norway, would be the signal for invasion by 
the eagerly waiting troops in Britain. 

Meanwhile Italy is fast cracking. The 
bombing of great Italian industrial cities has 
been mightily effective. The Italian people 
are reported on the verge of panic. They are 
only held in line by tens of thousands of Ger- 
mans who occupy strategic posts throughout 
their country. There is, even, reports of a move, 
rapidly gaining adherents, to depose Mussolini 
and sue for a separate peace. 

Once let Hitler lessen his hold, his hold by 
force, anywhere on the European contirrent, 
and the storm will break. Let his last armies 
in Africa surrender or flee—if they can—and 
Allied bombers will be within 200 miles of 
Italy proper, the Allied fleets will hold undis- 
puted control of the Mediterranean. 

Yet, unless he*can reinforce his armies 
facing the Soviet, he is in for an attack that 
may well, in the not too far distant future, 
wipe out all the territorial gains he has made 
there and bring the Red armies, hungry for 
vengeance, onto German boil. 

The whipsaw is working. And will continue 
to work with greater and greater power and 
inexorability, until a defeated, cringing Nazi 
crawls humbly and fearfully to ask for surcease,

$1,500,000 Saved 


It is estimated that volunteer cotton pick- 
ers in Georgia, businessmen of the cities, ciéy 
and rural school children, etc., picked ap- 
proximately 150,000 bales. Farmers were en- 
abled to get 20 cents a pound for this cotton, 
instead of 18 cents paid for later picked cot- 
ton which was damaged by the weather. 


The actual cash saving to farmers of north 
Georgia through the efforts of the volunteers 
on “cotton picking holidays,” is estimated at 
$1,500,000. In addition to the direct saving 
through getting the cotton in before it became 
weather-damaged, was indiréct saving due to 
the fact farmers were thus enabled to pick the 
remainder of the cotton crop earlier than 
would have otherwise been possible. 


Through this experience there is visioned at 
least a partial solution of the serious labor 
shortage on the farms, Suggestions have been 
made that, next year, one day each week be 
set aside in every town in the cotton-growing 
counties, as a cotton-picking holiday, during 
the crop season, It is also proposed that sum- 
mer sessions of schools be held sq that pupils 
may be released from classes to pick cotton 
when the need comes. 

Probably a majority of city people, especial- 
ly those of older years, are ill-adapted to many 
forms of farm work. Nevertheless, experience 
in such tasks as cotton picking will be extreme- 
ly advantageous to the health of a majority 
of those whose ordinary occupations are of 
sedentary nature. 

And, by this co-operation between city and 
town, a very great contribution to the na- 
tiogal war effort may be made, through the 
resultant saving of important crops and the 
increase in food production, on the farms, thus 


made possible.

Georgia Editors Say: 


COLD WEATHER IN THE SOUTH 
(From The Brunswick News) 

Writing from London, Mrs. Roosevelt, who has 
just returned to Washington, manifests solicitude 
for the welfare of soldiers from southern states, 
but also a notable ignorance of typical winter 
indoor living conditions in the south. 

Like many other wartime visitors to England, 
she commented on the number of American sol- 
diers from the south in evidence, and added: “For 
them the weather must be trying indeed, for 
over here people do not keep their houses as 
warm as we do at home and this year they are 
even a little more careful than usual about using 
fuel.” 

The average Georgian will find nothing new 
or novel on chilly indoors, being inured to getting 
up shivering and accustomed to winter days spent 
before an open fireplace, beyond whose range the 
atmosphere is apt to be decidedly bleak. The 
more modern southern homes have steam heat 
and more cold-proof construction, but the average 
dweller in these parts suffers decidedly more 
indoor winter discomfort than the resident of 
northern areas where they are prepared for it. 
Even here in the deep south, the mercury some- 
times goes down very low. 


WASHINGTON PARADE

THE POLL TAX MESS WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The whole 


rumpus in the senate over passage of 
the proposed poll tax repeal bill smacks too much of political 
catering to organized minority groups operating under the banner 
of reform, 

Southern senators who are filibustering against the measure 

are determined to talk it to death, if possible. 
Not that they have any particular interest in 
the preservation of the poll tax as such, but 
they regard it as an opening wedge in an at- 
tempt to have the federal government take 
over supervision of all elections. 

The influences back of the bill are known 
to have this sort of an objective. According 
to open charges that have been made in the 
debate, the chief sponsors behind the scenes 
are the CIO and certain elements identifying 
themselves with movements for the betterment 
of the colored race. 

Just how the bill is to prove of any benefit 
to either of these groups has never been ex- 
plained by its supporters. A poll tax is far less 
discriminating in determining the eligibility of 
voters than the literacy tests maintained by 
many of the states as a qualification for voting. 
Anyone with a dollar—or a dollar and a half, 

as the case may be—can qualify by paying the tax. 

From the smallness of the levy involved, no one can rightly 
claim that an undue burden is imposed on the exercise of the elec- 
tive franchise. Anyone unable to raise a dollar for the privilege of 
voting is hardly worthy of the ballot. 


FORESEE OTHER STEPS But what opponents of the meas- 


ure foresee is that once the poll 
tax is removed other proposals will follow for the repeal of the 
literacy tests and other steps that have been taken to determine 
the qualification of voters. That would be a natural move in the 
direction of complete federal supervision. 

Representative Paul Brown, of Georgia, one of the few remain- 
ing southern states which still have a poll tax, has well pointed 
out that the bill is an ineffective device for enfranchising the dis- 
franchised. 

“If you claim that people are disfranchised on account of the 
tax,” he said, “let me tell you there are other tests in the poll-tax 
states, such as literacy and educational qualifications, similar to 
those in Massachusetts and many other states. You could with the 
Same propriety advocate the repeal of the literacy test. As long as 
we have other limitations, the abolition of the poll tax will not en- 
franchise the now disqualified voters.” 


CONCEIVED FOR REVENUE Another Georgian, Senator 
Richard B. Russell, has pre- 


sented an able argument against the bill’s sponsors by showing that 
some form of poll tax has been in effect in Georgia since the pre- 
revolutionary colonial days. It was originally conceived, he re- 
minded, not as a barrier to voting, but as a source of raising revenue. 

The weight of legal argument seems to be strongly against the 
constitutionality of the bill. In 1937 the supreme court upheld in 
sweeping language the Georgia poll tax law, and by implication 
did the same thing a year ago in refusing to review a lower court 
decision sustaining the Tennessee poll tax. 

On the other side of the picture, however, it is pointed out that 
the right of congress to legislate against the tax was not involved 
in either case. Also the high court, in a case the last term from 
Louisiana, held that congress has broad powers to deal with both 
primaries and general elections. 


COULD OFFER AMENDMENT MIf congress feels that some 
action is necessary to bring 
about changes in the election laws of the individual states it has 


an avenue of approach that offers far safer grounds. It could offer 
a constitutional amendment providing that the qualifications of vot- 
ers in federal elections should be determined by federal law. A 
procedure of that kind would eliminate any question of unconsti- 


tutionality. 


There is little if any substance to the charge that the poll tax

force it applies to all alike. Obviously it is far less burdensome to 
the poorer classes than the automobile taxes or the state sales taxes. 

Since nothing is to be accomplished by the bill it is a rather sad 
commentary on congress that a measure of such controversial pro-

FAIR ENOUGH

Rationing infested with some 


serious imperfections which, in 
the jargon of the automotive en- 
gineer would be called bugs and, 
in the terminology of the New 
Deal would be called gross in- 
equalities. 

For one thing, not all cars give 
equal mileage per gallon. An 
eight-cylinder job burns more fuel 
than a sik, a road-heavy job burns 
more than a light, nimble trick, 
and a wheezing jallopy more than 
a car whose engine is young or 
kept in good repair. People are 
stuck for duration with the cars 
they were caught with when war 
came and the ratio of mileage 
which they can squeeze out of the 
ration was established then. It 
would drive the rationing board 
crazy to equalize matters in this 
respect, for these people are not 
engineers nor have they the time 
to conduct road tests, but the in- 
equality is there just the same. 


People who live in mountainous 
or very Hilly country where it is 
necessary to go into lower gear 
on the upgrade will get less mile- 
age than people who live on the 
flat. It may be argued that they 
can get some of it back by coast- 
ing down hill but that doesn’t 
seem to work out, possibly be- 
cause the engine takes a pretty 
big gulp of fuel when it is started 
up again after a long glide and, 
anyway, if the road is wet, frosty 
or covered with leaves you are 
likely to take off into space and 
break your neck, 


. It is popularly be- 
Feel lieved that there is a 
Inferior variation of mileage 

in the various brands 
and flavors of gasoline, but that 
probably is just a myth or so small 
a difference as to be not worth 
considering because the same 
methods and material are avail- 
able to all the big producers. 
However, this much certainly is 
true nowadays, that the fuel 
available for the public is inferior 
to that which was commonly sold 
in normal times gnd inferior fuel 
gives less mileage. There is no 
inequality here, however, and I 
mention this only to anticipate an 
irrelevant question to show my 
fine grasp of thé subject.

But, when terror gets loose in the world: when liberty is about 
to disappear; when the hand of the conquerer is on every throat, 
they begin to ask: 

“When is America coming?” 

It’s a great tribute, really. It ought to make us more thoughtful 
and more humble and more determined to solve our own problems. 
There is a reason for it. It is because we are sentimentalists. 


ABOUT THURSDAY We have all been busy. The war is 
the big news, as it ought to be and 
must be until we’ve won it.

The Only Ones Content in a Cage 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. ; 


The read-headed Carolina boy who became President Jackson 
was a homeless orphan, a veteran soldier and a prisoner in the 
hands of the enemy by the time he was 13 years old. 

One day a young British officer said to him: “Here, boy, polish 
my boots.” 

Jackson’s answer snapped like a whiplash: “Go to hell!” 

The officer jerked his sword from its scabbard and struck. But 
boys who survived on the frontier had to be quick to think and 
quick to act, and Jackson ducked in time to save his life. As it 
was, the heavy sword struck the side of his head and knocked 
him to the ground. He carried the scar to his grave. 

To see this incident in proper perspective, it is necessary to 
consider the background. It was a period of inhumanity. Soldiers 
were whipped; prisoners, unless officers, were treated worse than 
cattle; and officers, being gentlemen, treated mere soldiers or come 
mon men as though they were a lower order of animals. 

Jackson's offense was high treason if not actual blasphemy. He 
was punished in such lethal fashion, not because he was a rebel and 
a prisoner, but because he dared to disobey and insult an officer 
and a gentleman. 

If any poor English boy—any unshorn, unwashed, ragged boy— 
had been guilty of like insolence, he would have received the same 
punishment. But a poor English boy, knowing his place in the 
social scale, would have heard the order without resentment and 
obeyed as a matter of course. 

If Jackson had been brought up in England, he also would have 
been adjusted to the rules of that environment, and so would have 
shown proper deference to his betters. 

But Jackson had breathed the heady air of freedom. He had 
tasted the magic sweets that transform cowering serfs into proud 
and self-reliant men. He felt equal to any man, commoner or 
king, and he feared nothing on earth. 

This freedom—this maker of manhood—once the closely held 
monopoly of the privileged few, is the heritage we fight to pre- 
serve. Save it and we are men; lose it and we polish the boots

Today it is only incidental that 
exercise gives you a good figure 
—although in the defense plants it 
has been proved that the women 
who look their best are the best 
workers. But it is really because 
exercise keeps you in such prime 
condition that it is so important. 

When your muscles are in good 
tone, the pressure exerted on the 
nerve endings sends messages 
along to the brain saying that you 
feel fine today. But unless you 
get enough physical exercise, these 
messages are not sent and you 
feel loggy. 

Take five to ten minutes of 
calisthenics a day for two weeks 


and see for yourself what it will 
do. You can choose the easy ones. 


They are just as effective. It 
doesn’t make any difference 
whether you stand up to exercise 
or lie down, but lying down takes 
less effort and keeps you from 
having to think about your posture. 
That takes care of itself. Let’s get 
started with a few on the floor. 
Swing into action with the side 
scissors. Lie on the floor on the 
side, head resting on.one arm, 
other hand braced on floor in 
front for support. Have legs 
straight down and one on top of 
the other. Now, raise both legs 
slightly off the floor for clearance 
and do a scissors-action with the 
legs, swinging one forward and 
the other back, from the hips. Re- 
verse and keep shuttling for 12 
counts. Rest and repeat on other 
side. Gradually you can work up 
to 50 counts for each side, but take 
it slowly. That exercise uses the 
stomach, hip and thigh muscles. 
The next exercise is a pretty 
good test of the condition you are 
in. Lie flat on back on floor, legs 
straight down and arms stretched 
up on floor overhead. Come up to 
sitting position, arms still overs 
head, without letting the feet come 
off the floor. Then bend all the 
way over and touch fingers to 
toes. Repeat six times, gradually 
increase to 12. That one strength- 
ens the muscles of back and stom- 


ach.

. I asked Lieutenant Elmer Salter about Auburn. 

He has been their publicity man for 14 years and 

is now serving Uncle Sam at Bainbridge. 

Salter, seeing Auburn for the first time this year, 
was confident they would beat Georgia. 

“Coach Meagher has his substitutes ready at this time 
of year,” Salter explained. “It takes this long to give them 
the necessary experience.” 

Meagher substituted masterfully. He managed to keep 
what amounted to a fresh team on the field for four quar- 
ters. For once Georgia found out what it was like to be 
outrushed. 

Perhaps a game like this will happen to a good 
team every once in a while. 

But when it does—and when the opponent is 
Auburn in mid-November—don’t ask what hap- 
pened, as if it were so shocking.
